seldom or never adopted by the educational authorities. A similar mono- 
poly is complained as existing in the North-Western Provinces, where 
vernacular educational books for schools are only selected from among 
the publications of Lakshmi Sankar, m.a. These monopolies ought to be 
put an end to. 


2. The Ananda Bazar Patrika of ist January condemns ail the 
proceedings in the case of Azimuddin Chat- 
dhuri of Pubna as illegal and inconsiderate, 
and considers that there was no case against Azimuddin, and that the 
aged man has been imprisoned without any cause. The case is commented 
upon as one of arbitrary oppression, which, like some other cases that have 
recently occurred, such as the Chittagong case, demands consideration at 
the hands of Government. ,

failure of justice which often occurs when 
Englishmen are tried in criminal courts for 
offences committed by them on natives of this country.

January 8th, 1883. | mehals, the Somprakash of 8th January quotes 
pjpnhancement of rene a’ a letter from a correspondent, who says that 
rent has been unduly enhanced by Government 
in mehal Jalamutha, in the district of Midnapore, and that the tenants of 
the mehal have had accordingly to resort to litigation. The litigation being 
not yet concluded, and the tenants being unwilling to pay rent until it is 
over, arrears for four or five years have become due from them. The 
pressure of their debt has therefore become very heavy; and as the majority 
of them are poor, they are altogether in a sad plight. But although their 
condition is so critical, oppressive measures are being taken to recover rent 
from them. Four cases are mentioned, in which, by order of certain Govern- 
ment officers and under the authority of certificates under the Public Demands 
Recovery Act, the houses of certain tenants have been pulled down and 
destroyed, female apartments have been entered into, furniture has been 
seized, and domestic utensils have been snatched away from the hands 
of the women. The cases mentioned have occurred in the villages of Halud- 
bari, Patna, Birulia, and Benipur, respectively. The writer of the article 
thinks that acts like the pulling down of houses and the cutting up of 
thatches have never before been heard of, are thoroughly arbitrary, and 
ought to be strictly enquired into by Government. 

The writer also thinks that as enhancement of rent is a proceeding 
which, besides causing harassment, produces ill-feeling between the landlord 
and the tenant, and is viewed with positive dislike by the latter, 
paying a heavy casual abwab to having even a pice added permanently to 
his rent, the Government cannot, now that the Rent-Bill is under its consi- 
deration, do anything better than fix once for all a permanent and 
unalterable rate of rent for estates which are its own property as well as for 
those which are owned by private landlords. Periodical alterations of rent 
are condemned as being not only a source of hardship and harassment to 
the ryot, but of increased expenditure to the Government and the private 
landlord. It is also remarked that land in this country remains almost in 


a uniform condition throughout, good and bad harvests in alternation 
producing an average which is

means of periodical settlements with its tenants. A fixed and permanent 
rate of rent for the tenants of Government and private landlords would 
establish peace and harmony between landlord and tenant, put an end to 
quarrel, harassment, and expenditure, and ensure agricultural prosperity by 
giving the tenant a substantial interest in his tenure. 

10. The same paper says, with reference to the very serious offences 
which are from time to time committed by 
European soldiers against life and female 
honour in this country, that the existing machinery for putting them down‘is 
very imperfect and unsatisfactory. The police fear European soldiers, and 
cannot therefore interfere against them. Then, again, cases against 
European soldiers can be seldom proved for want of correct evidence. Under 
these circumstances the writer says that some effectual means should be 
devised by Government for preventing European soldiers from committing 
crimes against the Natives of this country. As a provisional measure, the 
writer suggests that a rule should be made allowing no Kuropean soldiers to 
leave his barrack or cantonment without being guarded by some officer 
whom he really fears and is bound to obey. 

11. The same paper says that the best way of relieving the indebted 
peasantry of Deccan is to settle their rent 
once for all on a sound basis, to dig canals 
where water is wanted, and construct drains where too much water accumu- 
lates, to grant loans from the Government treasury to those tenants who 
require them at a rate of interest not exceeding 6 per cent., &c.
